ard plauſible Religion, made his way to the Empire; and haning 
therewith gard ſucceſſc and fortume of warre , was the firft that 
gane name to that ſuperſtitions ſeft , and moſt per 
dome. And maced this enterpriſe was more i 1 
cauſe, in all counſels and comrattlarions he hat anexcellent ap- 
pr ehenſion, and affeiied alwayes m his PP ments pris 
tions to be popular. For being by nature compoſed all of Subrit- 
tie ard Flatterze , he became by meanes thereof /o powerfull and 
mightie in hs perſuaſrons , that m ſhort time he bm all the peo- 
ple to his partie , and purchaſte hineſelfe a great name ane repn- 
tation among Ft thens. 

The lawes and inſtitutions which he publiſhed, were imbraced 
of bis countrey- menwuh n oonderfull apa and lthing , partly, 
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for that he pretended 19 hane receined them by Dinme inſþira- 


tion, and partly, becay/e they held good correPondence and pro- 
Fane wh themr owne wicked mclination, and diſolute conr/e of 
A 2 bfe. 
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life. And this comrſe ſeemed vnto him to be the ſhorteſt and moſt 
compendious way to attaine and eſtabliſh his greatueſſe , being 
per/waded that where he could not obtaine in a Lions chin, there 
doubtleſſe he ſhould prevaile in a Foxes caſe. For he called to 
minde,how Lyſander had once aduiſed to that parpoſe,deriding 
the follie of thoſe men, who ( as if they were borne of Hercules) | 
ſeeks to accompliſh their deſignments rather with force than 
with policie. 

But of the maner of gouernment among the Lacedemonians, 
being wery like to this , and of that wicked Alcoran which was 
patched together by the labour and trauell of theſe leud confede. 
_ rates, Johnof Antioch, Sergius che Arrian, and a certaine Jew 
that was an Aﬀftronomer, n the yeere of our Sautnur Chritt, 
62.4. and in the time of Heracliu the Emperour, and of Pope 
Honorius the firſt; thongh a preat field is heere opened wnto me 
to diſcourſe, yet at this time, and at this place I hold it needleſſe 

impertment. To return: therefore to our former matter, 
When hehad ordered his affaires after this maner , he per. 
ſrwaxed the people,that were madde with deſirg of libertie,to take 
armes ; wherewith be enlarged the narrow confines of his new 
Monarchie, and in ſhoyt tinge brought great and mightie Pro- 
unces to be ſubieft ro hu tyranuie. The people were encouraged 
heerein the rather, through a vaine hope , wherewith thu falſe 
Arabian prophet aid abuſe thens , making them beleene , that 
they ſhould be Mailters of the whole world : which (as he ſaide ) 
both by Diuine Pronidence, and rioht of mheritance did apper- 
teine vnto Abrahams poſteritie , and conſequently unto them, 
who derined their perigree lmeally from Sara their mother. This 
Vane conceit was a ſtrong goade to pricke them forwards to 
make ſharpe and cruell warres againſt all nations . And to thes 
day, the Turkes made prond with this fancie onely, hane with 
their armes inuaded divers Kingdomes and States, and like an 
heard of hungrie wolues, lying in wait for a flocke of ſheepe, they 
lie in ambuſh to deſtraie all Chriltendome. 
Neither was Mahomet the ſecond leſſe agreeable in conditi- 
15 than in Name, to that Enthutiaſticall ſeducer , exerciſing 
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more tyrannie and cruclte, than all the Ottamares beſides, as 
if the ſame bad beene bequeathed vnto him by the lait Will and 
Teftament of his predeceſſour. For his father Arnurathes be- 
mp himſelfe of all that ever led, the moſt barbarous and cruell, 
declared him to be the herre apparant of all bis kingdomes and 
ſergnories, vp0n condition , that he would be an enerlaſiing ene- 
mie of the name of Chriſt , and would bend all his ſtudies , and 
thoughts, to be tyrannow , cruel, ang vumercifull. But ſo 
ſtraight a band and caution needed not, ſeeing the exceeding 
palene(ſe of his conntenance haumy ſwolne cheekes,and a crooked 
noſe which touched almoſt his lippes, together wth manie other 
renes and tokers of a mon5trous nature, ſhewed enidently m his 


childhood , what kinae of man hewas like toprooue in hu riper 


yeeres. For he that readeth the Hiſtories of former times, ſhall 
finde many examples of ſuch miſ-ſhapen and deformed Therfi- 


tes, the monſters and wonders of Man.hind , which haue beene 


un their time, the ruine and confuſion of Kmgdomes and Com- 


201-weales. 


His Mother, being the danghter of the Deſpote of Seruia, 


and Puke of Myſia, was carefull to inſtrutt him in the rules of 
Pietie and Chriſtian Religion, For holding in deepe deteftation 


the wicked hereſies of the Saracens , andthe ſauage crueltie of 


the Barbarous T mkes , ſhe deſired earneſtly to hane him conſe 
crated to the obedience of Chriſt, and ſermice of the Common- 
wealth : which, berng herſclfe a wiſe and religious woman , ſhe 
preferred as a heavenly treaſure before all the wealth and king- 
domes of thoworld, But, 
Naturam expellas furca, &c. _ 
Wature will not be bridled , and what is bred in the boxe will ne- 
Her out of the fleſh. For Mahomet no ſooner came to mans 
eſtate, but he caſt all intothe winde, and taoke no care of any reli- 
gion. In prinate he was an abſolute Atheiſt , repofing all his 
hopes ma good Fortune , making no account of the Dinine pro- 
widence, and with many ſcoffes and ſcornes reſting at thoſe which 
affirmed that humane affares are diſpoſed and gonernedby God, 
Wherefore following the example and direttion of his predes 
#3 * ceſſowr 
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ceſſonr and father, his chiefeſt care and ſiudie was to enlarge bu 
dominions, and with the yoke of Mahometane ſlanerie to oppreſſe | 
thoſe kangs and people whom he ſubdued, So that mthe ſpace of 
32. yeeres, that he raigned, maxy Kmgadomes, Duhedomes, and 
Cities were conquered , and became [ubiett ro his tyrannte, For 
which cauſe he was compared to Al-xander theGreat, and for 
his noble and great exploits, ſurnamed the Great amongſt his 

0Ples 

=> firſt and feavefulleſt feate of warre which he d1d, was the 
winning of Bizantium the moft renowned and Famous Cite of 
Conttantine the Great , which is acknowledged wf all, to hawe 
beene the plory aud beauty of all Chriſtendome, There 1s no man | 
lining ( as | thmhe ) that # able with fit words , and dane compaſ- 
ſion to expreſſe ſo greenous and /o great calamities, For then the > 
great and mighty Empire of Greece that was wont to be the wall 
 andbulwarks of the Romane Empire, 1» eſſe than two moneths 
frege was diſſolued, and viterly ſubuerted, The Emperonr 
Conſtantinus Paleologus , a Prorce endued with alt commen- 
dable parts of prety , and verime , ſeeing his eſtate was deſperat, 
and thinking to eſcape with bis people at a backe gate, was miſe- 
rably ſmothered and killedin the throng . at what time, the bloo- 
Ay and cruel tyrant cauſed Proclamation to be made, that no pry- 
ſon of what age, ſex , or condition ſocuter ſhould be ſaued or pitted 
inthat common maſſacre. This lamentable trag:dy was attedin 
the 1453. yeere after the reconery of our ſaluation by the Sonne 
of God , when Fredericke the third ſwaied the Empire of 
Rome, and Sixtus the fourth gonerned the Papacy, | 

Now God of hu infinite goodneſſe and mercy brecks the rod 
and power of the T wrkes , and ſtop therr rage and fury , that in 
theſe latter daies which are yet remaining vnto the day of indge- 
ment, the Chur:h may »nioy peace and /afety. For we are come 
now v110 that tre , wheyein many grane , weſe, and learnrd 
perſons, among whom Luther was not the meancſt , foretold 
that the Turke ſnonld rrigne in Germany. And trmely ſo it I 

areth. For all their ſtrudres and forces ave bent only , that by 
p/4 cut they may inuade our borders, Andif we marke with 


what 
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what cinill diſſentions , and inteſtine broiles the whole conntry of 


Germany u ſet on fire, we cannet but cenfeſſe that it will be an ea- 


fre enterpriſe for them to ſubdue 1t ;, except our moſt grations and 


mercifull God bring pacified with our kumble denotions, will 
with his invencuble arme defend vs and avert theſe dangers. 
The Turkes ( we fee) with all diligence and watchfulneſſe, doe 


 ebſerue ſuch adnautaves, and ſeldome or nener doe they ſlip theſe 


occaſions, but with great is y embrace them, as the only frgnes and 
abodements of rhe1r good fortune : whereas we are poſſeſſed with 
ſuch dulneſſe aud ſiupidity , ( what ſhall 1 call it elſe ? more pro- 
perly / can call it nothing ) that, beſides it deprin:th vs of all ſenſe 
of our one miſeries, ut canſeth alſo in our enemies themſelues ſo 
great an admiration and wonderment , that they ieft at vs for it 
with extreame laughter and derifion. DIR 
How happy were ut for vs , if the great wealth whereof the 
E xchequer , and common Treaſury us daily emptied , were in- 
ploizd on this ſernice , and the ſnbietts were not ſuffered to be ſo 
mnch mmponeriſhed a4 they are? For ſo long as they are rith,and 
abl: to contribute to ther Soneraignes wants , i will be an eaſie

 Bmt if once they be exhauſted and drawne arie with were], 


exattions and impoſitions, our armies will/oone be diſſelued, and

is it not ſtrange that in trme of proſperity rhe very name of peace ts 
ſo odzons and hatefull ? eſpecially conſedering 11 happeneth many 
 rimes,that whileſt two are ſtrining and contendmg together,they 
are made ( like the frog and the monſe mthe fable) a pray and 
booty to a third enemy , whoſe malice newer ceaſethrill he hath 


deſtroied hem both , and (ent therr [oules (that I may w/e the 


Poets words ) to fery oner the Stygian Jake , whichts the blacke 

pit of hell, We: 
thy then are we afraid of any forramm Turks? Seeing we,emen 

we, are Turkes onto on ſelues : yea farre more waland 171- 


riows than any T urke, or ( as the name importeth ) any 6 RF 
gs” | 
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in the world, For the Turks , being at peace within themſelues, 
doe beare one common hatred againſt all Chriſtians , that they 
may ſubdue them , and deſtroy their name and memory from the 
earth : But on the other ſide , wemate peacewith Turks , aud 
rurne our ſwords againſt our owne ſides hauing our pleaſure only, 
with cintll warres and domeſticke broiles, to deſtroy one ansther, 
a if we had conſpired with the common enemy, to make our ſelues 
an eaſie conqueſt unto bis tyranny. And if this be not madneſſe 
and fury , Thnow not what 1 madneſſe. But let vs returne to 

Mahomet: | 
Who, although he was of ſuch a tyrannous nature , as I hae 
aeclared,yet contrary to al other Barbarians, hath this praiſe and 
commendation ginen him by all Hiſtoriographers, namely that he 
burned alwaies with an incredible deſire to underſtand all good 
Avrtiand Hiſtories. For he cauſed the Hiſtories of all Nations, 
haning ts his infimte charge gathered them together out of all pla- 
ces,to be tranſlated mto the T urkih tongue,that they might ſerue 
him as awell-furniſhed ſtore-houſe of grane examples fit for mi- 
tation and prattiſe, mm the w/c of warre , and milutary diſcipline: 
What kind of ſiratagems and war-lke policies he hath gathered 
out of them, his owne manner of Gouernment, and the Commen- 
zaries of Vicentinus , his freed-bondman , aud of many others 
that haue written thereof ,doe declare at large. Among the reſt, 
theſe Epiſiles,being ſo wittily , ana grauely written, deſerue not 
the leaſt nor the laſt commendation. For they were written by 
himſ{clfe, either as he marched and ſet foorth againſt his enemies, 
or elſe when he encamped: againſt whoſe teſtimonie beimg moſt pri- 
7 to his owne reſolutions and warre-like affaires , there 1s no ex= 
ception can be taken. And where he wſeth in them a certaine 
kind of Laconicall brenity,it is not for want of time to write more 
largely, but becauſe his deſire was alwaies to expreſſe his minde 
in a full avid plaine kind of ſþcech, without vame and needleſſe cir- 
cumſtances, For they that are wiſe indeed, are cuer accuſtomed 
to deliner much matter in few word; : which praiſe Homer gi- 
weth unto Menelaus the Spartan , and many other great perſ0- 
nages are commended by others, for the ſame quality and ern 
| | ef 
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Yet I deny not , but this witty and conciſe kind of ſpeech which 
Mahomiet v/erh , doth ſauonr very much of tyranny : becauſe 
 #t ts common with Tyrants 10 deliner their mms in few termes, 

aud thoſe alſa very imperious and menacing , as their owne verſe 


declareth; ; 


Sic volo, fic 1ubeo, ſtat pro ratione yoluntas, 
So doe I will, So I command, 
And let my will tor reaſon ſtand. 


As fer the reſponſory letters , which are wonen in the ſame 
loome, I haue no more to [ay , but that they ſhew a manifeſt con- 
tempt of the Tyrant and hus threatnings holding it farre better to 
hazard the worſt ef Fortune,then to yeeld their nekes to the eru- 
ell yoake of his intolerable ſlawery. But tolet paſſe all Hiſtories, 
is it not a lamemable thmg to conſider, how he hath ſuvdued and 
conquered ali places that he came vnto ? ſo that he may truely 
ſay of him/elfe, as once ſaidlulius Cxlar : 


Veni, Vidi, Vici. 
I came, I i{aw, I overcame: 


And thus much ſnall ſuffice of him.. Now concerning the 
T ranſlatour 6f theſe Epiſtles, (one Laudinius a man famors 
and well knowen to-the world , as well for bis learning , as for 
the honour and place which hee had amongit the Knights of 
Hieruſalem ) he. deſerneth no leſſe praiſe for tranſlating , then = 
the Authour himſelfe for compoſing them. For be hath ſolucely 
and ſignificantly expreſſed the conceit and meaning of aſtrange 
tongue, that he ſeemeth altogether to reliſh of Tallic bis efo- 
gancy and ſweetneſſe. Therefore my hope ts, that good men will 
not diſlike my tranels w publiſhing the ſame 3 which haning fins- 
ſhed, I thoug ht geod to dedicate the /ame toyou, moſtnoble and 
worthy Gentlemen. For 1 vnderſtand by good ana credible re- 
port, that you doe apply your whole ſtudy _ earning and know + 


leage, 
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ledge ; and thatno day paſſeth you without ſome time drawen to 
that purpoſe. A ſureadly, thou gh you are aſcended of many moſt 
ancient and noble Gentlemen, and may iuſtly boaſt the honorable 
baazes aud armes of your Anceſtonrs ; yet the beſt and readieft 
wayto raiſe your titles, and ro make you more hour ible, ts to be 
learned. Which way if you will purſue with your accuſtomed di- 
HLrence,you ſhall ſhortly reape the happy fruits of your long ſtud-es, 
namely , variety of all perfett and true knowledge , and a noble 
reputation graced with the beſt prefermenti both with Prince aud 
people : The one being enabied through your grane and learned 
counſels , will gonern bus eſtate vertuouſly, and the other haning 
confidence 1n your vertue , will feare no daingerr. O happy, and 
thriſe happy are they , to whom (uch bleſſmg1 are ginenof God. 
Tndeed the common ſort of Gentlemen, of whom Carneades 
Sometimes ſpake ,; becauſe hey learne nothing but to ride horſes 
aremno eſtimation , nonotwith the mean:ſt of the multituae. 
For 1 there any thing in them , that appeareth worthy or com- 
mendable ? Cannot enery vulgar and baſe fellow learne to ma- 
nage a horſe aſwell as they ? Which [ ſpeaks not to diſgrace r4- 
amp and horſmanſhp : fo wiſh rather it'may haxe its due ho- 
nonr andreſpeit : only I wonld not hane you to be of ther num- 
ber who giuing themſelues wholy to this qualtty make ſlow procee- 
dings or none at allin the Way of learning wherein ] doubt not,but 
your fathers indgment doth concurre with mime , as | might well 
perceine at my firſt acquaintance with him , when in the Caſtle 
tradthag /raught that worthy and noble Gentleman, Count 
 Erneſtus, therrue and/ole heire of the Conntie of Schoum- 
burg. For conſidering with htmſelfe , what great commodities 
learning brengeth with it to all ſorts of perſons, his principall care 
and ſtudy was to commit you to the hands of graue and learned 
Feathers, to be inſtrutted,and to pronide for you according to your 
eftates , competent and neceſſarie exhibition. For all which his 
fatherly care and bounty , he requireth no more of you but to be 
diligent to furniſh your ſelues with all good learmmng and know- 
tage, Which if youwill doe, you will reoice the harts not only of 
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your parents , but alſo of all theſe that lowe you, and youſball 


be highly eftcemed among#t the chicfeſÞ Nobilitie, But it ts 
needleſſe to ſj urre a free horſe, or to exhort you that are alrea- 
die prepared and addreſſed to this vertuous conrſe.

E hane ſent our Ambaſſadours as farre as Theſ- 
phonwnto Sancaſſan, who with incredible prepa- 


Y ; rations, hath entered Meſopotamia, and march- 
eth with a | ag powerto beſiege Babylonand Carras. Allo 
he purpoſeth that Syria and all Zgypr ſhall bea pray vnto 
him. So numberleſſcan Army and ſo mighty an Hoſt, we 
remember not to haueeuer beene allembled in oneplace : 
{o that for his great ſtrengrh, he ſeemeth to exceed Xerxez, 
Darius, Pyrrhus,and Alexander. Adde hereunto fix hundred 


thouſand horſemen , and ſo many footmen. His magnifi- 
cent and ſumptuous prouifion for the warre , and his tents 


| beſcrall about with pearles and pretious ſtones declare eni- 


dently that it is a royall preparation. They ſay that hehath 
in his Tents ſeaen hundred concubines and as many boies, 
Alſo the Eunuches and Camp-maſters following the car- 
riages are reported to be fix thouſand. Finally,they hane 
armour and weapons of all ſorts appertaining to the warre : 
namely , French curans, Spaniſh targets, Romane buſ- 
kins , Candian arrowes , Parthian bowes, and Xgyptian 
ſpeares. All which _ being carefully diſcoucred by 
our ſpies, we haue ſignified vnto you at large. Forwho
